The 64 cardinals expected to be here 
when the walling up ceremony takes 
place, will be closed on the first three 
floors of the Vatican early next Thurs­ 
day. 
A vote will be taken the same 
day and the cardinals will not be able 
to leave the Vatican until a decision is 
reached. 
A two-thirds majority is required to 
elect a new pope. 
Predictions ss to 
Benedict's successor narrowed today 
to Cardinals Gasparrl, Rattl, Merry 
Del Val, Merclers and Lafontalne.

MACHINE TO PICK 
COTTON INVENTED 


Washington, 
Jan. 27—The 
cotton 
picker, whose stooped figure has been 
almost symbolic since the slaves of 
ancient Fgypt garnered the white bar­ 
tered the white harvest 
along 
ths 
Nile, bus at last 
found 
relief. The 
days of stooping are over, it is be­ 
lieved. 
J. C. Htiigenburg, in Memphis, Ten­ 
nessee, the heart of the cotton sec­ 
tion, has invented an electrical cotton 
picker which, it. Is claimed, will not 
only lighten labor for the field work­ 
er, hut will also greatly increase his 
individual efficiency, according to his 
announcement here, in applying for a 
patent. 
The machine, which the inventor has 
finally perfected after 14 years, makes 
it possible for one person to gather 
from 400 to 700 pounds of the staple 
day, where hand pickers have had to 
put In a hard day’s work to gather 150 
pounds. 
Stugenburg received the inspiration 
for his Invention while watching a cow 
which had broken into his cotton field. 
The ease with which the animal picked 
the cotton from the boll by means of 
her rough tongue gave him the Idea. 
The picking tube, of which each ma- 
hlne has four, consists of two revolv­ 
ing brushes encased in a small metal 
ame about the size of a man’s dou­ 
bled fists. 
The brushes revolve in- 
ard, thus creating a brush-like suc­ 
tion movement which collects the cot­ 
ton from the boll.

TO TEST TONNAGE TAX 


A suit to test the constitutionality 
of the state occupation tax on the 
mining industry, better known as the 
tonnage tax, has been 
tiled in the 
United States Court at Duluth by tho 
Oliver Mining Company and thirty in­ 
dependent mining corporations against 
the State Tax Commission. 
The court 
is asked by the mining companies to 
prevent the state from collecting the 
tax,’ or inflicting a penalty for failure 
to pay the tax.

“SINGLE BLESSEDNESS” FOR THE 
HALES SHOWS DECREASE IN 
IO YEARS FIGURES SHOW 


Washington. Jan. 27—There was a 
considerable decrease in the number 
of single men in Minnesota and a larg­ 
er increase in the number of married 
men in the decade from 1910 to 1920, 
according to a census bulletin issued 
today. 
• 
There were 868,788 males, 15 years 
of age or over in 1920, of whom 368.- 
880, or 42.1 per cent, were single, a 
decrease of 4.7 per cent. The married

! 592 were single, a decrease of 2.9 per 
cent; 450,785, an increase of 2 per 
cent, were married; 68,945 were wid­ 
ows, an increase of .9 per cent, and 
4,843 were divorced, an increase of .1 
per cent. The marital condition of 
1,268 women was not reported. 
The proportion of married men to 
the total male population of the coun­ 
try 15 years of age and over increased 
from 55.8 per cent to 59.2 per cent in 
the IO>years preceding the 1920 cen­ 
sus. 
Increase In Divorces 
Of the total male population of 53,- 
900,431 above the 15 year classifica­ 
tion, the census figures showed 21,- 
849,266 married, 1,758,308 widowed and 
235.284 divorced, the latter figure, 
however, including hone divorced find 
remarried. The divorce total showed 
an- increase of 20 pet* ceint in its ratio 
to the total population in the IO year 
period, constituting six-tenths Of I per 
cent of he latter, agains five-tenths in 
1910. 
Although due to the absence of the 
wives of many foreign born residents, 
the number of married women was 
shown to be about 500,000 less than 
the male total, the number divorced 
women exceeded men by approximate­ 
ly 40,000, representing closely the dif­ 
ference between the number of men 
and women married after divorce.

LAND RECLAMATION 
FOR SERVICE MEN 
UNDER REFERENDUM 


Chicago, Jan. 2? 
Reclamation land 
for ex-service men is the subject of a 
referendum being conducted among its 
members by the Chamber of Commerce 
of tile United States. 
Announcement of the referendum 
was made here today by Walter clit 
Brookings, Washington, secretary of 
a committee of th*' organization which 
is studying tho reclamation question. 
The committee is headed by B. T Mer­ 
edith. Des Moines, la., Ginner secre­ 
tary of agriculture. 
The committee, if the referendum is 
favorable, will prepare 
a 
complete 
plan for a national reclamation sys­ 
tem and will submit same to Hie fed­ 
eral government. 
Returns on the ref­ 
erendum are expected within 60 days. 
The proposition submitted requires 
immediate federal appropriations to 
Initiate 
reclamation 
projects 
upon 
‘ which veterans who desire to go Into 


agriculture may be given an oppor­ 
tunity. The proposition does not in­ 
dicate 
whether 
the 
federal 
funds 
should be used by foreign agencies 
for the construction of federal proj­ 
ects or should be advanced in tho form 
of loans to states or state agencies. 
No decision has been reached on the 
question whether the federal govern­ 
ment should act by itself or co-opera­ 
tively with the states, but it is re­ 
ported that tile co-operation system is 
tin' most favored by the committee. 
The voting in the referendum is upon 
the general question whether there 
should bo a national system of recla­ 
mation to he initiated through ade­ 
quate federal appropriations and to 
he carried out for the purpose of en­ 
abling ex-service men to have oppor­ 
tunity to cultivate the soli. 
Reclamation lands are available in 
all parts of tho United States, ac­ 
cording to Secretary Brookings, who 
declared that the committee plans that 
the federal policy shall include irri­ 
gation, drainage, stump and abandoned 
farm lands in its program.

A free employment bureau is oper­ 
ated and work for a half dozen people 
has been found. 
Shoe repairing has 
been inaugurated and 
several 
men 
have done repairing at odd hours. 
A 
furniture department has been open­ 
ed in the old court house where people 
can get their furniture repaired, or if 
derated to Good Will, it will be re­ 
paired and sold at a nominal price. 
Thirteen and one-half cords of farm- 
cr’n wood, that could not be placed by 
the Chamber of Commerce has been 
bought and is being sauced by hand, 
to be resold in 16 inch lengths. 
Good Will w'ork is in its infancy 
n Brainerd hut is gaining favor as 
people come to understand it. Its slo­ 
gan, “Mot a charity but a chance” in­ 
dicates its purpose.

3 given in extreme cases its main en­ 
deavor is to help people help them­ 
selves and keep on a self supporting 
>asis. 
It seeks to improve its work­ 
ers that they may become more effi- 
ient. 
It does not pay high wages but
